Then there is a field for house-cleaning 
in everyone’s mind, whatexer llieii’ occu­ 
pation or lack of it. 
]\Iost people have a 
head full of useful know ledge, good in­ 
tentions and sensible 
ideas— usually 
in 
disorder and many of them unused and 
eoxered with dust. 
Mental housecleaning 
is badly needed. 
A little consideration of 
mental furniture and oipiipmeiu a little 
w ieldiiiif uf broom am! dust cloth and 
scrub brush If ncetled. and a rerrange- 
ment of the aiticles to fit tlie needs should 
make for both a happier and a more effi­ 
cient life.

OIL FOR THE FUTURE 


People have mostly quit worrying about 
the petroleum supply in 
this 
country. 
Ten years ago a survey indicated oil re­ 
serves of 5.U(t0,UO0,O00 barrels. 
So much 
new’ oil has been discovered since then 
that, aftei' i^roducing an consuming more 
than 3.000,000,000 barrels, there is more 
than tw ice as much to exist now than was 
estimated in 19 25. 
And although con­ 
sumption is increasing right along, the 
Am erican Petroleum Institute, represent­ 
ing the oil iuiei'ests, says there is at least 
enough in sight to last for 25 years more. 


Tw enty-five years, to be sure, is a short 
time in the life of a nation. 
And petro­ 
leum becomes more and more important 
for industrial purposes, and almost indis- 
])ensable for w’arfare. 
It is reasonable, 
however, to expect further extensive dis­ 
coveries of pool oil, especially at lower 
deinhs. 
And when that is gone, there 
>vi]l remain \ as' tjuantilies of “ shale oil” , 
in r<*lorado and elsewhere. 
It is nearly 
as good, though more expensive to pro­ 
duce. 
A fter that, our almost inexhaus­ 
tible supplies of coal can be turned into 
oil aiol gasoline. 
Eventually we max' be 
n<ing mo^tlx' Diesel motors, xxdiich can run 
on almusl any kind of oil.

The eruption Ikad its start early 
last winter, when Clements cancelt-d 
a radio broadcast that Dr. Francis E. 
Townsend, originator of the old-age 
pension formula, was scheduled to 
make. 
Townsend and his intimates placed 
responsibility for this rebuff at the 
doorstep of Mrs. 'riielm a Clements, 
the 28-year-old, red-headed ex-steno­ 
grapher whom Clements married in 
1934. 
They accused Mrs. Cleraeni.s 
of having secret designs to skelve 
Townsend, and of liigh-liaiided med­ 
dling in the affairs of the organiza­ 
tion. 
This rift between tlie two partners 
continued to widen as Clements, and 
his wife, pushed themselves increas­ 
ingly to the fore in the control of the 
organization.
